I elimi- 
nate lightning striking the gasoline 
tanks because they are right beside 
my room and I passed within two 
feet of them and they were not afire.

Governor, Splits for Congress 


Brann Renamed; Hale Leads for Senate; Lower 
: House Is Divided; Seven More 
States Vote Today. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 


While Maine re-elected its demo- 
cratie governor, Louis J. Brann, yes- 
terday and appeared to be splitting its 
congressional delegation, seven other 
states prepared for primaries today. 


The Portland Press-Herald, repub- 
lican newspaper, conceded the re-elee- 
tion of Governor Brann. Brann was 
opposed by Alfred K. Ames, retired 
Machias lumber operator. 

It was the first time in Maine his- 
tory that a democratic governor had 
won a second term. Brann, who went 
into office i: the sensational demo- 
cratic o.:rturn two years ago. was 
the fifth member of his. party to oc- 
cupy the executive chair in this state 
since the Civil War, and the first in 
16 years. Republicans had demanded 
his defeat as a symbol of the state's 
repudiation of the “New Deal.” 

With numerous urban precincts, 
generally democratic strongholds yet 
to be reported. Governor Brann had 
a lead of 1,500 votes in returns from 
one-half the state. 

Brann ran far ahead of the rest of 
his ticket in his surge toward victory. 

Another Maine tradition was shat- 
tered as the state voted by a 3-to-2 
margin to repeal its half-century old 
constitutional prohibition amendment.

ROE TURNED OVER 


Negro “Issue” in Cam- 
paign, * Recaptured, Is 
Put in Fulton Tower. 


Walter Roe, the escaped negro at- 
tacker, whose name has figured 
prominently in the present guberna- 
torial campaign, was turned over to 
the state prison commission Monday 
morning by Sheriff Hooker Bryant, 
of Whitfield county, after publication 
of charges by Milton I.. Fleetwood, 
Cartersville editor, that the negro 
had been arrested and was being kept 
in hiding by friends of Judge Claude 
C. Pittman. of Cartersville, one of 
Governor Talmadge's two opponents 
for re-election. 

Roe was placed in the Fulton tow- 
er where he is being held in solitary 
confinement. 

Sheriff Bryant, who brought the 
negro here Monday morning, denied 
Sunday night, before publication of 
the Fleetwood charges, that he had 
Roe in custody. 

It developed Monday, when Sheriff 
Bryant made public an affidavit ob- 
tained by him Saturday, that Roe 
has been in custody since last Fri- 
day. The affidavit was from a Whit- 
field county white woman and in it 
she said that she had not been mo- 
lested by Roe or another negro who 
was with him when she encountered 
the two negroes on the railroad right- 
of-way, near Dalton. In her affida- 
vit the woman said she ran from the 
two negroes when one of them spoke 
to her and after she had reported 
the incident Roe was arrested and 
his identity subsequently revealed. 

Pittman Makes Statement. 

Judge Pittman, whose handling of 
the Roe case has been criticized by 
Governor Talmadge in the campaign, 
issued a statement after Roe had 
been turned over to the prison com- 
mission, asserting that he had urged 
sheriffs in his superior court circuit 
to be on the lookout for Roe.

In discu bus and truck 
Commissioner Huiet said : 

The governor has been charged with per- 
mitting the heavy for-hire buses and trucks 
to tear up the highways of the state after 
paying only $3 for a tag. This is absolutely 
untrue and I give you the following facts 
and figures to show you the actual ‘axes 
paid annually by the various size pieces 
* equipment carrying on average opera- 
t ‘ : 

For a 1}-ton truck “weighing; 4,500 pounds 
operating slightly more than 103,000 miles 
annually, the taxes for the 12 months 
would be as follows: 

Twenty-five dollars’ license fee to the 
Georgia public service commission; mileage 
tax of f cent per mile on 108,000 miles to 
the comptroller-general, $777.00; gasoline 
tax of 6 cents per gallon on 11,664 gallons 
to the state of Georgia, $609.84; gasoline 
tax of 1 cent per gallon to the United 
States government, $116.64; oil tax to the 
United States government of 4 cents per 
gallon on 165 gallons, $6.60; plus the $3. 
identification tag to the state of Georgia; 
making a total annual tax on this one 
piece of equipment, exclusive of all ad ¥a- 
lorem and income taxes, of $1,628,68. 

For other equipment 1 will not go into 
detail, but will give you merely total fig- 
ures, 

On a semi-trailer with rated capacity of 
$} tons for the tractor and 7 tons for the 
trailer, operating approximately 62,000 miles 
annually, the taxes are in excess of $2,200. 

For a truck with four-wheel trailer at- 
tached—the truck having a rated capacity 
of 4 tons and the trailer 3 tons—operating 
approximately 75,000 miles annually, the an- 
nual taxes are approximately $3,500. 

Now for a bus. A bus with passenger- 
carrying capacity of from 10 to 20 pas- 
sengers, operating approximately 84,000 
miles annually, the annual taxes amount to 
slightly less than $1,500 

On a bus with passenger-carrying capa- 
city of over 20 passengers, operating ap- 
proximately 96,000 miles annually, the an- 
nual taxes amount to more than 52.300. 

So much for this, The falsity of the 
charges that for-hire buses and trucks are 
being allowed to operate over the highways 
of the state of Georgia by paying only $3 
for a tag is immediately apparent.

When he came to Clarke county 
the cheering was deafening and con- 
tinued for several minutes. 

“Clarke is more than all right,” a 
voice from the crowd shouted.

He allowed the defendant 
to plead guilty and had him rushed 
to Milledgeville all on the same day, 
on a 20-year sentence. 


Victim Not Notified. 


“The prosecutrix, a poor white wom- 
an of Bartow county. (and her farmer 
husband) were not notified of this 
plea of guilty, and knew nothing about 
it until weeks afterwards, 

“This prisoner was sent to the state 
prison farm, escaping seven weeks 
later, and ran loose in the land. No 
request was ever made to the governor 
to offer a reward for his capture, 
and the governor did not know the 
facts in this ease until about two 
months ago.

women and children, adds another 
_ chapter to the record of marine 
@sasters. Perhaps in no other trag- 
ed of the seas has death and de- 
‘struction come go swiftly and in so 
_ terrifying a manner. 

Awakened in the dead of night 

the passengers and most of the 
'erew of the Morro Castle left their 
beds to find that already the ship 
| was a roaring inferno. Within a 
| comparatively few moments their 
fate, whether as rescued or vie- 
tims, was determined. 
_ The sympathy of a shocked na- 
ation goes out not only to the loved 
ones of those who met a horrible 
death but to the survivors who safe- 
‘ty came through a harrowing ex- 
perience. 

Out of the inquiry into the causes 
of the tragedy will come, it is to 
de hoped, information that may 
make it possible to better guard 
‘against such holocausts in future. 
With the federal steamship inspec- 
tion service, the district attorney in 
New York and the Ward line, own- 
ers of the Morro Castle, co-aperatr 
‘ing in the investigation, a clearer 
picture than now exists of the ac- 
‘tual happenings of the terrorlzing 
two or three hours elapsing between 
the time the fire was discovered and 
‘the last survivor had left the ship, 
will undoubtedly be obtained.

There is no more noble, 
nor deserved, tradition than the 
AGauntlessness of those who go down 
o the sea in times of peril, and 
this tradition seems to have been 
pen upheld in the sinking of the 
Morro Castle.

He 
has reared and snorted and offended 
practically every standard of digni- 
fied conduct in public leadership. 
Mayor Walmsley has conducted 
himself with becoming reserve, but 
the weakness of his position is that 
many of the charges made by Sen- 
ator Long are true. The fact that 
when the ebullient senator con- 
trolled the politics of the city he 
condoned the condilions he now 
criticizes, reflects upon his con- 
sistency but not upon the accuracy 
of the charges.

The elec- 
tion should proceed calmly, though 
hundreds of voters have undoubted- 
ly been deprived of their right to 
vote as the result of the struggle 
over the registration lists.

MODERN METHODS orf 
REDUCTION. 

“IT am led to belleve, wrote Dr 
Russell Wilder in a scientific article 
on the treatment of obesity, that ex- 
cessive eating by sme persons may be 
explained as an vnconscious effort 
to secure adequate vitamins.” In the 
text of the same article, Dr. Wilder 
intimates that vitamins A and D may 
be neglected in the diet, since the 
patient’s own fat is drawn on dur- 
ing reduction and this fat contains 
some vitamins. 
Drs, Frank Evans and J. Strang 
found that overweight patients on a 
carefully limited diet supplying con- 
siderably less than 1,000 calories ‘a 
day but adequate vitamins lost from 
21-2 to 41-2 pounds a week, did not 
complain of hunger, felt a return of 
vigor, feeling of well being and resist- 
ance to fatigue. 
Dr. Josephine H. Kenyon success- 
fully treated a series of cases.of hypo- 
pituitary obesity by diet and exercise 
alone, without the use of any glandu- 
lar medication. The diet she adapted 
for such cases was based to a degree 
on that which Drs. Evans and Strang 
had worked out. Dr. Kenyon gave 
patients in addition three or four 
special vitamin preparations, It 
was difficult for some of these patients 
to learn to eat all that was advised. 
Breakfast, especially, was a larger 
meal than they were accustomed to.” 
The breakfast generally prescribed 
was one portion of fruit, one egg and 
the white of a second egg, and, if 
desired, clear coffe or tea, a bread 
substitute and a sugar substitute. 
It begins to look as though the 
vitamin ration has a good deal to do 
with the subject of everweight and re- 
duction. 

That is a factor which has been 

in af previous diets or 

methods of reduction, simply because 
nobody knew enough about ritamins. 
It is one reason why I no longer 
suggest the Karel] (skim milk) diet 
which I formerly recommended with 
great enthusiasm.

Back in the minds of senatorial investigators is an unspoken 
idea that they will recommend legislation for stricter federal regu- 
lation of domestic arms traffic, if not outright government owner- 
ship and operation, but they know-even that will not be satisfac- 
‘tory, and probably will not be authorized by congress.

Rules governing the show include: 
It is suggested that all dahlia grow- 
ers send to Mrs. John L. Harper, the 
general chairman, not later than two 
weeks before the show, written notice 
of their intention to exhibit, and also 
if possible, tentative lists of their en- 
tries.

VII—The Rise of Free Publie Schools. 

Noah Webster is famed because he 
composed the original edition of a 
great dictionary; but he did other im- 
portant work as well. After graduating 
from Yale, he became a school teach- 
er; but he did not like the textbooks 
which were in use. In an effort to 
make them better, * composed The 
American Speller.“ Like other text- 
books of the time, it was small; but 
it became popular and was printed in 
The royalties 
were so large that he was able to use 
them to support his family while he 
spent years in working on his diction- 
ary. 


slowly but surely took the place of 
quill pens. At first they were hand- 
made, and very expensive, but ways 
were found to cut them with ma- 
chines and turn them out at a low 
price. 
A hundred years ago, there was 
much talk as to whether achools 
should be free to all, and paid for 
at public expense. Before that time, 
there had been schools which were 
open to members of certain churches, 
and private schools which charged par- 
ents for teaching their children; but 
free public schools had not obtained 3 
foothold, except in a few sections.

A Sure Thing for the 


Defense. 


In yesterday's article I discussed 
the necessity, if the defeat of oppo- 
nents’ contract seems to depend en- 
tirely on keeping: Dummy out of the 
lead and if doing this requires that 
your partner hold a certain card, of 
playing as if partner held that card, 
even when the chance of his holding 
it appears very remote. Fortunately, 
it is often possible’ for a defensive 
player to be certain that a particular 
play will ostracize Dummy no matter 
what Declarer or partner may hold. 
In the following hand there is only 
one contingency that will defeat the 
contract if East makes the proper play 
—West’s holding a void in diamonds 
and Declarer’s holding four; and this 
possibility is very remote:

South, whose hand is, of course, 
hidden, is Declarer at three no-trump; 
West opens the heart queen. East 
must take this first trick with the 
ace of hearts and lead back the king 
of clubs as fast as he can get it out 
of his hand. The lead of this king 
will effectually kill any hope Dummy 
may have of retaining a side entry for 
the diamond suit. If Dummy’s low 


a club and the ate is forced to win. 
If Dummy’s club ace wins the first 
trick, the entry is immediately gone. 
After this, east has an easy time in 
shutting out the diamond suit be- 
cause he simply refuses to win his 
diamond ace until the third round 
(unless West signals that it is safe 
to win the ace on the second round 
by playing high-low.“) 

The play shown above is marked, 
and East has no choice but to play 
his defense correctly. It is not near- 
ly so easy when East does not hold 
a diamond stopper, although the play 
should be made in any case on the 
chance that West may be able to shut 
out the diamond suit, or that South 
may possibly hold the singleton ace. 
Of course, in most cases South will 
hold the club queen, and East by lead- 
ing his unsupported king will sacri- 
fice a club trick. Only the most 
short-sighted of players would ever 
consider this, however, because by giv- 
ing up one trick East, is probably 
saving four or five others. 

At times two defensive leads are 
required to kill an entry in Dummy, 
and for all the defender may know 
there is no chance of killing it; nev- 
ertheless he must make a valiant ef- 
fort and hope that his partner's hand 
will contain whatever cards he may 
lack to act as stoppers and destroy 
the value of Dummy’s long suit.

“It is obvious that many of these 
measures,” the former president 
writes, “represent not reform or re- 
lief within the boundaries of liberty, 
but that they are emulating parts of 
these other systems with the hope -of 


speeding recovery from the depres- 


sion.“ N f 

As in Mr. Hoover's first copyright- 
ed article, the portions of “conse- 
quences of liberty of regimentation“ 
released for publication by the maga- 
zine, do not mention by name Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or his administration. 

The second article, however, refers 
to “examples of national regimenta- 
tion we nave examined,” previously 
described as delegations of legislative 
and judicial functions te the execu- 
tive arm ‘of the federal government. 

Declaring bureaucracy inevitably 
follows. regimentation, Mr. Hoover 
continues: ö 

“No one with a day’s experience in 
government fails to realize that in all 
bureaucracies there are three implaca- 
ble spirits—self-perpetuation, expan- 
sion and an incessant demand for 
more power. : 

“These are human urges and are 
supported by 2 conviction, sometimes 
justified, that they know what is good 
for us. Nevertheless, these spirits are 
potent and possess a dictatorial com- 
plex. 

“They lead. first to subversive in- 
fluence in elections. They drive always 
to extension of powers by interpreta- 
tion of authority, and by more and 
more legislation. Power is the father 
of impatience with human faults, and 
impatience breeds arrogance, In their 
mass action, they become the veritable 
exponents of political tyranny.” 

Relief and reform measures are ex- 
cluded by the former president from 
his discussion of regimentation and 
he terms “absolutely necessary” 
changes in laws regulating banking, 
markets, transportation, public utili- 
ties and natural resources. 

“So long as these revisions,” he 
writes, conform to the conditions ot 
liberty, there can be no difference of 
opinion except as to method. But we 
must remember that reform is a hard 
horse to ride in the blinding storm of 
World War liquidation.”

ESTIMATE 1S LIFTED 
FOR "34 TOBACCO CROP 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 10 
Improved crops throughout the to- 
bdeco belt lifted the agriculture de- 
partment's estimate of the total crop 
today to 1,078,118 000 pounds for 
the nation. 

This estimate, higher than esti- 
mates during July and August, was 
still 22 per cent below the 1933 crop 
of 1,885,107,000 pounds and consid- 
erable below the 1927-31 average of 
1,470,556.000 pounds. 

The fine-cured forecast was for 

535,483,000 pounds. Favorable weath- 
er conditions in most flue-cured dis- 
tricts caused the increase despite the 
fact production in Georgia fell below 
the August estimate. 
All sections of the burley belt ex- 
cept Missouri showed improvement 
during August, with the result the 
eatimated burley yield rose from 277,- 
198,000 pounds, forecast last month, 
to 294,360,000 pounds. Except for 
southern Maryiand and Virginia sun- 
cured, production was estimated at 
less than last year. 

Production of fire-cured types 
showed an increase over last month 
with an estimated total of 119,252,- 
000 pounds. 

Cigar filler types improved during 
the month, the September forecast be- 
ing 37,675,000 pounds. The estimated 
cigar binder type production of 28,- 
230,000 pounds showed little change 
from last month's estimate. Produe- 
tion of cigar wrapper was placed at 
6.983.000 pounds, slightly less than 
the August forecast but greater than 
the 1933 crop of 6,156,000 pounds.

Georgia Pays $28,782,727 
Of Nation’s Tax Collections

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—(>)— 
Combining huge sums from agricultur- 
al adjustment revenues with an in- 
crease of 41 per cent in income tax 
collections and a 94 per cent jump 
in miscellaneous revenues, Georgia 
contributed 528.728.727 to the na- 
tion's 52,672, 239,194 tax bill in the 

fiscal year 1934. 

The report of Guy T. Helvering, 
commissioner of internal revenue, on 
the 12 months ending June 30, showed 
$18,136,390 of the federal collections 
in the state were for agricultural ad- 
justment taxes. 

Regular internal revenue collections, 
including the income and miscellaneous 


per cent increase over the $6,472,348 
taken in from these sources for the 
fiscal year 1933. ä 
Under the general internal revenue 
classification, income taxes jumped 41 
per cent over the previous year from 
$3,580,817 to $5,047,449, and miscel- 
laneous revenues skyrocketed 94 per 
cent from $2,891,530 to 35,598,887. 
Georgia was the l7th largest con- 
tributor to the federal till among all 
the states, as the collections more than 
quadrupled the previous year due to 
the huge revenues from commodity 
processing and other agricultural ad- 
justment taxes. 
Since the AAA levies were not 
written on the taxpayers’ bill until 
last year, they represented the en- 
tire amount of collections over 1933. 
New York, as usual, led all states 
in contributions to Uncle Sam, with 
taxes aggregating $568,022,279. North 
Carolina, also as usual, was second, 
its federal collections totaling 5260.
